TOWN WARRANT. 


STATE OF NEW HAMPSHIRE. 


To the inhabitants of the town of Newport qualified to vote in town 
affairs : 

You are hereby notified to meet at the Town Hall of Newport in said 
town of Newport, on the second Tuesday of March next, at nine o’clock 
in the forenoon, to act upon the following subjects,— 

Art. 1. To chose three Selectmen, a Town Clerk and a Town Treas- 
urer for the year ensuing. 

Art. 2. To choose a Collector of Taxes and other necessary town 
officers and agents for the year ensuing. 

Art. 3. To raise such sums of money as may be necessary for the 
support of Schools, for paying the town debt and defraying the inter- 
est thereon, and for other necessary charges arising in said town for 
laying out and repairing highways, sidewalks, and building and repair- 
ing bridges, for the maintainance of the poor, for cemeteries, parks 
and commons, and to improve the same. 

Art. 4. To hear the reports of the Town Treasurer and Board of 
Selectmen of the town, and the reports of Auditors, Agents and Com- 
mittees, or other officers heretofore chosen or appointed, and pass any 
vote relating thereto. 

Art. 5. To see if the town will vote to appropriate the sum of Fifty 
Dollars to defray the expenses of Memorial Day and pay the same over 
to the Quartermaster of Fred Smyth Post, No. 10 Department of New 
Hampshire G. A. R, 

Art. 6. To see if the town will vote to appropriate the sum of One 
Hundred and Fifty Dollars, to be expended in Maple Street Cemetery 
and pass any vote relating thereto. 

Art. 7. To see what sums of money the town will vote to raise and 
appropriate for lighting the streets of Newport village and pass any 
vote relating thereto. 

Art. 8. Tosee if the town will vote to discontinue a part of the 
highway, leading from Newport village to Croydon Flat, commencing 
at a stake and stones North of the Thompson house, so called, and end- 
ing ata stake and stones ashort distance South of said Thompson 
house, and pass any vote relating thereto. 

Art. 9. To see if the town will vote to appoint Trustees of town 
cemeteries, in accordance with Section 8, Chapter 51, of the Public 
Statutes or authorize any other officers having lawful charge of ceme- 
teries to hold in trust sums of money advanced by any person, the in. 
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terest to be expended for the care of any burial lot in said cemeteries, 
and pass any vote relating thereto. 

Art. 10. To see if the town will vote to extend tbe Fire Alarm Sys- 
tem in Newport village and pass any vote relating thereto. 

Art. 1l. To see if the town will vote to raise and appropriate money 
for the repair of the Steam Yire Engine house and pass any vote rela- 
ting thereto. 

Art. 12. To see if the town will vote to provide a place for or per- 
mit coasting in any place in Newport village and pass any vote relating 
thereto. 

Art. 13. To see if the town will vote to exempt from taxation the 
real estate of the Richards’ Free Library. 

Art. 14. To see if the town will vote to accept the trust ordered by 
the Supreme Court under the will of the late Lucinda Goodrich, de- 
ceased. 

Art. 15. To see if the town will vote to bring water into the town, 
and if so, what parts of the town, for any and all appropriate 
uses, public and private, by aqueducts, driven wells or other 
means,.and acquire the title by purchase or the _ exercise 
of its power of emient domain for that purpose, to any lake, pond, 
spring or other body or source of water, and any and all real es- 
tate necessary therefor, and raise money by the issue of its bonds ex- 
empt from taxation, or otherwise and to what amount, in order to the 
full accomplishment of that object: and to elect orappoint and consti- 
tute a board of Water Commissioners, or other officers or agents with 
power to carry said vote or votes into full effect and prescribe the 
terms and conditions on which water, when so brought shall be appro- 
priated to the public use and supplied to private citizens of the town, 
and to adopt any preliminary measures and raise and approoriate any, 
and what, sums of money looking to the future accomplishment of the 
objects mentioned in this article. 

Art. 16. To see if the town will vote to make a discount on all 
taxes paid prior to Sept. 1, of each year and pass any vote relating 
thereto. 

Art. 17. To transact any other business that may legally come be- 
fore said meeting.

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SELECT MEN’S STATEMENT 

In making their annual report the selectmen beg leave to pre- 
sent a few brief remarks in addition to their financial report. 

First, it seems proper in this place to make mention of the 
Geath of the second selectman, Mr. Frank E. Barrett, which 
occurred after a very brief illness, January 12, in the very 
prime of life. We wish particularly to make this mention as 
he was very closely connected with and contributed in no small 
degree to the success of the business and interest connected 
with the oftice of selectman and his name will not be in the re- 
port elsewhere. Mr. Walter C. Thompson was appointed Jan. 
17 to fill the vacancy made by the death of Mr. Barrett. 

Although the expenditures for the past year have been very 
large vet the balance is on the right side, the Treasurer’s state- 
ment showing a substantial reduction of the town debt as the 
rate of interest likely to be paid by the banks on the sinking 
fund is very low, it was thought best to buy and destroy town 
bonds with the surplus in treasury. 

At the last annual meeting the matter of providing fire es- 
capes for the town hall was left to the selectmen and after a 
careful examination of the old stairways it was decided to put 
up new ones, and a contract was made with the Berlin Iron 
Bridge Co., for two steelstairways ; and the old ones were taken 
down, none too soon as they proved to be badly decayed. ‘The 
new stairways were erected in a workman-like manner and are 
warranted to be capable of supporting four times the weight of 
all the people that can stand upon them. 

The Town Hall and Court House has been painted through- 
out, the County paying one-half of the cost. 

Mr. 8. D. Lewis having erected a large block on his site, near 
the Town Hall and Court House, it was thought prudent to 
cover the wooden cornice next to his block with a galvanized 
iron cornice, as a protection against fire; the County paying — 
one-half of the expense which was $80. ‘The building is now 
in first-class order with the exception of the chimney tops 
which should be relaid another season. 

At a town meeting called Oct. 24, the Selectmen were di- 
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rected to have a survey taken and plans made for a system of 
sewerage for Newport village. After a great amount of cor- 
respondence and investigation a contract was made with Messrs. 
EK. Gustine & Son, of Keene, for the survey and plans, Mr. 
Samuel Wadsworth, of Keene, being the engineer. 

The work was done in a very thorough and skillful manner, 
and five accurate maps of the village showing every detail for a 
System of sewerage is in the possession of the town. These 
maps must be of great value to the town and by following them 
strictly, sewerage can be put in as needed, and make a com- 
plete system when finished. 

The recommendations and estimates in detail for sewerage 
have been published in a seperate pamphlet. The report on a 
water supply, that follows the above report, was a voluntary 
matter on the part of Mr. Gustine & Son, and without ex- 
pense to the town. 

The building in which the steamer and other fire apparatus 
is kept has been a constant source of trouble for the past few 
years. ‘The soil where it stands is of a peculiar nature and 
heaves badly every winter; if the building is to remain on its 
present site, the ground under the walls should be excavated 
and the foundation laid below the reach of the frost. There 
should also be a cement, or concrete floor laid for the steamer. 

It may be thought best by the voters of the town to move 
the buildlng to a more favorable and accessible site. The 
number of fires in town during the past year, has been five, 
with a total loss of $72,574, on which there has been paid 
$71,516 insurance. Owing to the loss of the Granite State 
Mills, the next inventory of the town will probably show a re- 
duction which may cause an increase in the rate of per cent of 
taxes, if appropriations are not carefully made. 

There are no suits in court, nor claims pending against the 
town. Our streets and highways are in a very good condition 
and baring accidents, it looks as if the expenditures for the 
year to come might be much less than for a few years past.

ROAD AGENTS’ REPORT. 


To the Selectmen of Newport :— 


In making the first annual report of the Road Agent under 
the new law a few remarks and explanations may not be amiss. 
The roads in the town were committed to my charge March 20, 
18935, and were in a somewhat anomalous condition. 

While they seemed in very fair repair, the preceding winter 
had been such that almost every culvert and water way was 
completely filled with ice so that when the spring thaws came 
there was no way of escape for the water from the roads. This 
was emphasized in an especial manner by the most unprecedented 
‘rain of May 4th, which damaged the roads in town greatly, in- 
volving a large expense to make the roads passable, particular- 
ly on the Goshen road, near Jesse Wilcox’s house, and on 
Page and Pike hills and two heavy clay slides completely block- 
ing the highway. 

The roads in town have been repaired almost entirely with 
the road machine in the past years until it became absolutely 
necessary for the safety of the roads, to put in a large amount 
of hand work which has been done the past season, much in- 
creasing the cost of the roads. Realizing that water is the 
great enemy of roads ina hill country much attention has been 
paid to opening culverts and digging out waterways and back 
ditches, all of which work is profitable for the town though ex- 
pensive. 

A great many large stones have been removed from the 
highways and much time spent in cutting and pulling bushes 
from the sides of the road and to clear the ditches. 

Several expensive and permanent jobs have been done on the 
highways, particularly on the Emerson hill and on the Page 
hill, also on the road leading from Newport village to Kelley- 
ville, Winter street in the village,and in the vicinity of Mosqui- 
to school-house, and on the road near F. H. Reed’s mill.

There has been 34 tile culverts laid the past season taking 
22 feet of 15 inch, 862 of 12 inch, 104 feet of 10 inch, 142 feet 
of 8 inch and 82 feet of 6 inch tile. 

There has been 56 stone culverts taken up and relaid, 15 
wooden bridges rebuilt entire and 6 have been replanked. 

There has beenabout two-thirds of a mile of new railings put 
up using 400 cedar posts. There are in town 13 bridges above 
40 feet in length and 60 wooden bridges 10 feet and over long. 
There are 30 roads leading from Newport into adjoining towns.

Report of Board of Health. 


To the Hon. Board of Selectmen and Citizens of Newport: 

We the undersigned members of the town Board of Health 
beg leave to submit their first annual report. 

The law requires every town board of Health to furnish a 
report each year, but from sheer neglect of duty in the past it 
has not appeared. We hope in the future this duty will not be 
allowed to go unperformed. 

The work of the Board for the past year has been rather 
more exacting than usual from the number of complaints pre- 
sented to us requiring our attention and investigation. 

The Board is supposed to listen to all complaints presented, 
and, after patient investigation and considering the interest of 
all concerned, to render a decision in favor of the greatest: 
good to the greatest number. The water in one well being 
formally complained of by tenants who were obliged to 
to use it, asample was sent to the state assayist for analy- 
sis, at the expense of the town of $3.00, who pronounced it un- 
fit for domestic use, and by permission of the State Board of 
Health it was ordered to be closed. 

That the water of this well is any more foul than hundreds 
of others in town we do not believe, but others not having been 
formally complained of have escaped the action of the Board. 

There were sixty-two deaths in town during the year ending 
Dec. 31, 1893. This is a death rate of twenty-one to every 
1000 inhabitants, and although this is no larger than in some 
other towns of the state, it is much larger than it ought to be. 

A town as finely situated as Newport, and possessing so: 
many natural advantages for health, ought not to have more 
than 10 or 12 deaths in a year to every 1000 inhabitants. 

The state has a vital interest in this death rate and for’ her 
own good she must seek to make it as low as possible.

In estimating the power or value of a state or nation two 
facts are commonly used: First the number of people; second 
the value of their property, that is: the ability of a nation to 
successfully wage war with another nation, other things being 
equal, depends upon the number of men they can put into the 
field and their ability to clothe, feed and maintain them there, 
so the nation has an interest in the life of its individual citizen 
and an interest in the accumulated wealth of every individual. 
Nature and men are partners in the production of wealth; 
nature furnishes the raw materials, the value of which is small ; 
man, by his labor in putting this material into different forms 
and combinations, greatly adds to its value. 

A tree standing in the distant forest is worth perhaps fifty 
cents to a dollar per cord; when it is cut, conveyed to our 
dwelling and ready to administer to our comfort by being con- 
sumed in our stoves, its value is increased to six dollars per 
cord, 

Manhattan Island was once sold for fifty dollars; the hund- 
reds of millions it represents today, and its value to the nation, 
has been accomplished by patient labor, not by bank accounts. 

What was the value of this town before the wood-man’s axe 
was heard in its primeval forests, as compared to its value _ to- 
day with its tidy residences, well tilled farms, and its various 
manufactories ? 

For economic considerations the life of a person may be di- 
vided into three periods: First, from birth to the age of twenty 
is the developing period ; second, from twenty to seventy, the 
productive age ; third, those over seventy, the dependant period 
of life. 

In the second or affective period man earns enough to main- 
tain himself through that period to pay for his support in the 
developing age and to care for himself in old age. Over and 
above all this he adds something to the general wealth or valu- 
ation of the state. | 

An ideal life is one where all that are born survive to enter 
the working stage of life, to labor through it to the age of three 
score ten and one years. This is the life the state demands 
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for its greatest development and best gool. Anything short of 
this is a loss to the power and wealth of the state. 

Do you say such an ideal life is impossible? Is there any 
more reason why man, God’s most favored creature, should be 
cursed by an early and premature death than the cattle and 
beasts of burden brought forth among his flock? It is rarely 
that one of these die from natural causes before the age of 
maturity, and but for the abuse and hard usage of man would 
die of old age. 

Economic speculators have estimated the value to the state 
of a human life from twenty to seventy years of age to be $13 
per month. ‘There died in the town of Newport during 1893 
twenty-eight persons in this the efficient period of lite. The 
average age of these twenty-eight persons was forty four years, 
thus falling twenty six years short of completing their useful 
period. Therefore in these twenty eight lives which were ar- 
rested in the strength of manhood and womanhood, the 
town lost 728 years of useful and productive labor, the 
value of which estimated as above, at $156.00 per year, would 
be $118,568.00. 

Nor is this all. Many are sick and drop for a time out of 
the productive class. It is estimated by the English observa- 
tions and calculations that there are two constantly sick for 
every death. 

Then the town lost 56 years of productive labor during 1893 
by reason of sickness valued at $8,756.00, making a total loss 
to our town in 1893 by reason of sickness and death of $121,- 
042.00. 

In this estimate no account has been taken of the time of 
those required to care for the sick and dying, who for the time 
being are not producers, nor the additional expense and impair- 
ed energy caused by sickness. ‘These in themselves would 
make no small sum. 

In the two items considered the town has lost enough in one 
year to pay our debt. In two years more it would give us a 
completed system of sewerage and water works all in running 
order. 
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It would also add to this an electric light plant—all the 
property of the town. We do not expect this ideal life of 
physical perfection will be realized in the life time of any now 
living, but can not some approach be made towards it? 


There is no doubt that if our dwellings and surroundings 
were put into as good sanitary condition as possible, if we 
always drank unpolluted water, breathed pure air, and always 
ate wholesome food, we should come surprisingly near to it. 

The moment a person begins to live he begins to generate 
various poisons, which the vital processes of the system are 
continually throwing off. These are frequently deposited round 
and near his dwelling ; they soak into the soil which in time 
becomes thoroughly contaminated and gives off exhalations to 
the atmosphere which is breathed into the system to be added to 
that which the system is constantly trying to get rid of. 

In this filthy soil around the dwelling is frequently found the 
well for the domestic water supply, a chemical analysis of which 
in forty nine cases in every fifty would show them to be dan- 
gerously contaminated. ‘hus every. draught of water is an 
additional task to the weary organs to cast out of the system 
that which has become noxious. Is it any wonder that they 
become exhausted and refuse to serve further the demands of 
the body? 

Air, sunshine, and vegetation are three great agents in rural 
districts to keep pure the soil about the dwelling. 

Where there is plenty of land about the house, with a little, 
intelligent care the refuse and waste can be so managed as to 
be unlikely of becoming dangerous. In no instance however, 
should a well be near the buildings. It would be a wise sani- 
tary law to forbid any well for domestic water supply to be 
dug in the future within twenty rods of any dwelling. It 
should be on higher ground, when it could be conveyed to the 
family kitchen by gravity. 

In our village what is imperatively demanded to carry the 
waste from our dwellings is asystem of sewerage according to 
the plan given to us the present winter; together with a system 
of water works to keep them thoroughly flushed and in a 
healthy condition. This we, as a Board, would earnestly recom- 
mend. If this is done we may reasonably expect that our 
death rate will be largely reduced.

To see whit sum or sums of money the District will vote to 
raise and appropriate for the support of schools and for the purchase 
of text-books and supplies for the use thereof. 

7th. To see what action the District will take in relation to a Super- 
intendent of Schools, and raise and appropriate money therefor. 

8th. To see what sum or sums of money the District will vote to 
raise by taxation, or otherwise, and appropriate for building, removing, 
repairing, purchasing or renting any school-house, or school-houses, 
and for procuring land and providing suitable furniture and apparatus 
and needful conveniences therefor, and pass any vote relating thereto. 

9th. To elect any necessary Officers and choose Agents and Commit- 
tees in relation to any subject in this Warrant, and to transact any 
other business in relation to schools or school-houses that may properly 
come before said meeting.

SCHOOL REPORT 


FOR THE FISCAL YEAR ENDING MARCH 1, 1894. 


We again find it our duty, under the Statutes, to file with the 
Board of Selectmen onr Annual Report, covering certain statis- 
tics relative to the schools under our supervision and containing 
such suggestions relative to the future work of these schools as 
we may think useful. While it is not only a pleasure but also a 
duty to note and compliment progress in any line of public work 
to the end that the efforts which have brought about such pro- 
gress may be appreciated and continued, we believe it is no less 
a duty to criticise and point out such deficiencies and short- 
comings as we may find, in order that the proper remedies may 
be used to correct them; we therefore ask that matters of criti- 
cism may be received in the same spirit and with the same at- 
tention as matters of commendation. 

We are glad to report that the general condition of the 
schools throughont the town is good, and we believe shows an 
improvement over one year ago. We have been able, in most 
departments and divisions to retain the same corps of teachers 
throughout the year, and ina good many instances they are 
continuations from last year’s services. While there have been 
more or less absences on the part of pupils on account of sick- 
ness, there has been no general breaking up of schools on this ac- 
count ; in this connection we désire to say that we still find a 
lack of regularity of attendance in some of our schools from 
other reasons than illness, and we again desire to impress upon 
the minds of parents and guardians the necessity of a regular 
attendance of pupils in order that the work laid out may be ac- 
complished and satisfactory results attained. 

Our High School has been under the direction of Mr. F. O. 
Chellis, aided by Miss Alice F. Morrill, Ist Assistant, and Miss 
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Edith A. Mooney, 2nd Assistant. The ability and zeal of these 
teachers have been well demonstrated to Newport people by their 
previous services and need no comment from the Board. The 
employment of asecond assistant in this school commenced 
with the Fall Term; Miss Mooney has given about one-half her 
time to classes from this school and the other half to classes 
from the Grammar school. The success of this experiment 
has fully met the expectations of the Board, and has demon- 
strated not only the desirability, but the necessity of its coné 
tinnation. No class was graduated from the High School in 
June, 1893, and the enrollment of this school was increased in 
the Fall term by the addition of a large class from the Gram- 
mar Department, which as can be readily seen necessitated a 
large amount of work over the previous year in this grade. 

In the Grammar Department at the end of the Spring term 
we were obliged to release a teacher who had served us for 
nearly three years, and whose work in this school was not. only 
appreciated by the Board, but by every parent in the town 
whose child came under his influence. We were exceedingly 
fortunate in securing as a successor to Mr. Atwell, Miss Nettie 
C. Sargent of Warner; a most thorough, conscientious and 
painstaking instructor and disciplinarian who stands second to 
none. While this school has exceeded the average in numbers 
the assistance of Miss Moonev has enabled the principal to 
devote more time to the several classes, and the results accom- 
plished have proved the wisdoin of the course adopted in this de- 
partment as well as in the High School. 

In the Intermediate department a change was made at the 
commencement of the Fall term, and the school has since’ been 
under the direction of Miss Maud E. Dole of Washington, who 
has labored faithfully with fifty as bright and uneasy pupilsas are 
often seen together. ‘The ageof the pupils coupled with the 
arrangement of the room, make this an exceedingly difficult 


school to deal with. 
Lhe North, South, East and West Primary divisions have 


been in charge of the same teachers as last year, with the excep- 
tion of the South, to which Miss Mary B. Allen was called at 
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the beginning of the Spring term to fill the vacaney caused by 
the promotion of Miss Mooney. We find the condition of these 
schools and the work accomplished satisfactory, and all that 
could be expected under existing circumstances. Thirty-three 
weeks have been maintained in each of these schools during the 
year, two more than in previous years ; this in accordance with 
the recommendation and appropriation asked for one year ago, 
and we believe that these schools should have the same number 
of weeks the coming year. If the registration in the North and 
East Primaries increases the next term tothe same extent that 
it has in the past, some arrangement will have to be made to re- 
lieve them. The seating capacity of each of the rooms is already 
taxed toa limit consistent with comfort and health, besides we 
are of the opinion that the number of pupils enrolled in each of 
these schools is now in excess of the number that can be suc- 
cessfully taken care of by any one teacher when divided into three 
erades ; and right here we desire to again urge upon the inhabi- 
tants of this town the advantage to begained and the desira- 
bility of a union of these primary schools into one building 
divided into three departments, each covering a single grade 
work, instead of having separate buildings and each having 
three grades of work. No one can fora moment doubt that any 
teacher can take a given number of pupils with one grade of 
work and attain results far ahead of what she could with the 
samé number of pupils divided into three grades. 

Inthe Gould division an unprecedented and unforseen re- 
moval of parents having pupils to send to this school reduced 
the number to 3 attending at the close of the Winter term. 
However, there is reason to expect that there will be from 6 
to 10 to attend during the coming year, and all of an age 


that would seem to make it desirable to continue the school 
for the present, rather than to attempt to transport them to 
some neighboring division. ‘The Spring and. Winter terms in 
this division were in charge of Miss Clara L. Endicott, who 
met with her usual success. The Fall term was taught by 
Miss Birdella M. Cloyes ; this was her first term, and we have 
no doubt that with experience she will make a successful 
teacher. 
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_ In the Northville division at the close of the Spring term 
Miss Heritage left to take a more desirable position in Mass- 
achusetts. We were sorry to lose Miss Heritage from our 
corps of teachers, but the means at our command did_ not 
warrant our bidding against her Massachusetts offer. The 
Fall term in this division was taught by Mrs. S. L. Tenney an 
experienced and successful teacher whose health would not 
warrant a continuation for another term. The Winter 
term in this division was taught by Miss Blanche 
H. Morse, a teacher of experience and ability, and one whose 
school we doubt not would have been more than usually suc- 
cessful had she been supported by the parents and guardians 
in maintaining the discipline necessary to success in any school. 
It is impossible for any teacher, or Board, to maintain a suc- . 
cessful school when there is not only a failure to support, but a 
disposition to antagonize on the part of those who send children 
to school, and those who have no further interest in the school 
than to assist a ‘‘store court” in its demoralization. ‘There 
were in this school during the Winter term several who de- 
served expulsion and would have promptly received the same at 
the hands of the Board had we known before the very last days 
of the term the trouble they were making. 

The Guild School was under the direction of Miss Alma 
Atwell during the Spring term; the Fall and Winter terms 
have been taught by Miss Jennie C. Jameson, who has given 
entire satisfaction both to the parents and the Board. 

Regarding the East Mountain division we are free to say 
that we have not been at all satisfied with the results accom- 
plished during the year ; although one of the smallest schools in 
town it has been a continual trouble to the Board. We have 
each term changed teachers hoping thereby to remedy the 
trouble and secure better results, but matters have gone from 
bad to worse, and during the Winter term reached a_ point 
where ‘‘patience ceased to be a virture,” and resulted in a com- 
plaint, under the provision of the Public Statutes against 
a resident of that division, whose interference with the work of 
the school and personal attacks upon the teacher seemed to call 
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for heroic treatment. We have been aware for some time of 
the trouble that was being made, but very much disliked to 
take any legal steps; but when we were petitioned by nearly 
every resident of the division to take hold of the ‘matter we 
felt that we could not longer delay. We have been actuated ly 
no motives of a personal or vindictive nature, but we feel that 


our public schools cannot be demoralized and broken up by 
such interference, and we trust that the action ‘now pending 


will have a salutary effect upon this and all other schools in 
town where parents are disposed to interfere with the man- 
agements of the school instead of laying their grievances be- 
fore the Board for adjustment. 

The school in the Reed division has been in charge, during 
the entire vear, of Miss Eva B. Magown, an experienced anid 
faithful teacher, and we believe has been successful throughout. 

In the Chandler division no school was maintained during the 
Winter. The Spring and Fall terms were taught by Miss 
Josie M. Bartlett, and good progress was made. 

The Kelleyville school has been in charge of Miss Mary F. 
Underwood during all the three terms. Miss Underwood 
is a teacher of long experience and has had the tact 
to please all connected with this school, and we believe has 
done very efficient work. In the matter of tardiness this school 
has had an almost unprecedented record, there being only one 
instance during the year and that occasioned by a very severe 
snow storm. Certainly great credit is due the pupils and teach- 
er for the efforts such a record has cost. . 

At the beginning of the Fall term we introduced vocal music 
in the schoois in the Central Building and the North, East and 
South Primaries, using what is known as the Normal System. 
This department has been in charge of Miss Alice H. Jackson 
of Bellows Falls, Vt., who hascome to Newport once a week and 
spent the day in the schools above named. The recent exhibi- 
tion in our town hall‘has given you a good idea of the work 
being carried on and the results accomplished. We believe 
that this instruction in music should be continued and shall ask 
for an appropriation, which in our opinion shall be sufficient to

do so. The equipment of the schools above named with suitable 
books, charts, etc., for the study of music necessitated an out- 
lay of something over one hundred dollars, thereby increasing 
the amount expended for text books and supplies that amount: 
over the sum that would otherwise have been necessary. 

There has been laid out on the buildings in the district during 
the year more than the usual amount for repairs and additions. 
You will recollect that.at an adjourned meeting heldon the sec- 
ond day of May, 1893, that it was voted to raise and appropriate 
the sum of $1000, to be expended under the direction of the 
School Board ; $155 of this amount being designed for insurance 
and the balance for repairs on the Central, North and South 
Primary buildings. ‘This was in accordance with the report and 
recommendation of a Committee who were chosen at the Annual 
Meeting to consider the matter.’ At the time this Committee re- 
ported it was theiropinion that a two-story addition should be 
built on the east side of the Central building to be utilized for 
class rooms in connection with the High and Grammar divisions. 
Upon carefully considering this matter the Board came to the 
unanimous conclusion, which we think was concurred in by every 
member of the other Committee, that it would be better to change 
over and finish off into class rocms the old wood room and to 
construct a new building for this purpose. This was accordingly 
done and we have secured two class rooms to be used in connec- 
tion with the High and Grammar divisions which answer the pres- 
ent needs ofthese schools. The costof making these adlitions 
and alterations, aside from the furniture for the rooms, was: 
$481.49. Both rooms have been furnished with class room set- 
tees of amodern pattern. The accommodation thus secured for 
these two schools, while not by any means ideal, seemed to be 
the best that could be had under the circumstances. The Gram- 


mar and Intermediate rooms were thoroughly cleansed, painted 
and kalsomined. It is imperative that the building be shin- 
gled during the coming summer, and the High school room paint- 
ed, plastering repaired and kalsomined. The woodwork on the 
outside of the building should also be painted, and in our estimate 
for repairs the coming year we shall include a sufficient amount to 
provide for these items. 
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The North Primary building was shingled, painted outside and 
in, a new floor laid and the ceiling sheathed and it is now in a 
very comfortable condition. The expense of the repairs on this 
building was $195.32. 

The South Primary was painted outside and in, and some 
other needed repairs made. 

The house at North Newport has been painted outside_and in, 
the walls papered, and other needed repairs made at an expense 
of $50. ; 

In the Gould division the house has been thoroughly repaired 
and painted, new doors and windows put in, a new floor laid and 
the room new seated with desks of a modern pattern of a suffi- 
cient number to meet the needs of the district. The expense of 
these repairs, aside from the desks was $135. 

In the Kelleyville division a new floor has been laid, the ceiling 
sheathed, the inside woodwork painted, and other needed repairs 
made at an expense of $101.48. | 

In the Reed division the house has received a coat of paint on 
the outside, the cellar wall has been pointed and grading ete., 
done, as per recommendation in last year’s report. 

The building on East Mountain needs a thorough: repairing 
and new seating, and it is our opinion that this should be done 
the coming season, and we shall includein our estimate a suffi- 
-cient sum for doing this. 

In the Chandler division some more repairs are needed on the 
building, and it seems to your Board very desirable that new and 
modern seats shall be put in. 

When the repairs suggested shall have been made the buildings 

-of the town will bein a good comfortable condition, infact much 
better than they have been fora long time, and if a small amount 
is expended each year they can hereafter be kept in good condi- 
‘tion, and at aless expense than by allowing them torun down and 
reach a point where repairs are absolutely necessary to preserve 
them. 

’ We are of the opinion that at no distant date it will be found 
advisable to put the entire supervision and control of the schools 
in the town into the hands of a Superintendent and) make the 
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Board more of an advisory and directing power. While this 
will entail some additional expense we think the matter could 
be arranged so that the principal of the High School could be 
made the Superintendent and devote a portion of his time to 
the supervision of the other schools delegating a part of his du- 
ties in the High School to an assistant; in this way the services 
of a thoroughly equipped and eflicient Superintendent could be 
secured at the expense of an extra assistant in the High School. 
The qualification of the average School Board (the present 
Board are no exception to the general rule) is not likely to be 
such as will secure the most modern methods and best results 
in our schools. Their duties as members of the Board are nec- 
essarily secondary tosomething else, and it is not reasonable to 
suppose that they are as well posted and qualified to act in 
school matters as some one who is giving his whole time and 
effort to a study of the subject. 

We are pleased to call your attention to the healthy condi- 
tion of our finances, as shown by the Treasurer’s report here- 


with. 


The statute requires from the Committee at least two visits 
to every school during each term, one near the beginning, the 


other near the close of the term. It has been customary in 


years past to visit the schools the closing day of each term even 
if they had been visited more than the required number of times 
during the term, and your Board have not confined their visits to 


the number required by law. Often these last day visits are very 


inconvenient, owing to the fact that a number of the schools us- 
ually close at the same time, and it is impossible for the Com- 
mittee to visit all unless some of them are closed before the 
stated time. We feel that a better knowledge of the condition 
of any given school can be gained by a visit at some other time 
than the last day, and are therefore of the opinion that the cus- 
tom of making visits the last day should not be adhered to too 
closely. We find that the records show no election of auditors 


-at the last annual meeting, and we have called in the Town 


Board to audit the accounts of this Board and the Treasurer.

of age, as reported to us by the Selectmen from their enumera- 
tion in the month of April, 1893 is: boys 298, and girls 270. 
We are unable, owing to the incompleteness of returns to give 
anything more than an estimate of the numbers between the 
ages of five and fifteen not attending any school during the 
vear. Our estimate would be twenty ; of this number we are 
confident that a large percentage are absent from otherthan le- 
gitimate reasons. The School Board have made 108 visits, not. 
including those for the delivery of books and supplies. Parents 
and citizens 1044, of the teachers employed during the Spring 
term two were males and 138 females; in the Fall term, one: 
male and 16 females. -Winter term, one male and 15 females. 

In submitting this report and looking over the results accom- 
plished during the year, your Board have no apologies to make ; 
we can simply say that we have done the best we could to at- 
tain the largest degree of success from the material and con- 
veniences at our command.
